PRISONERS ARE CAPTURED 


War Office In Paris Believes 
French Have Assumed the 
Initiative In Operations 
Around Great Fort Which 
Will Not Be Relinquished 
—Desperate Battle is 
Fought

Berlin, Aug. 4, via London, 5.05 


p. m. — The village of Fleury, north 
of Verdun was regained by the Ger- 
mans this morning, it was officially 
announced today by hte German 
army headquarters. 


The situation at Fleury and its vi- 


cinity, the statement adds, now is tho 
same as it was before the French at- 
tack.

Paris, Aug. 4.— Attacking simul- 


taneously from the nortnwest and 
from the southwest, French troops 
yesterday 
stormed the 
village of 


Fleury, three miles north of Verdun, 
and captured several hundred Ger- 
mans. In the evening, however, the 
Germans launched a furious counter- 
attack and after several 
violent at- 


tempts succeeded in getting a footing 
in the MUthern pait of the 
village. 


The French today continue to hold 
the northern section of the place and 
heavy fighting still is in progress. 


Verdun is again in the center of 


the war stage. The recapture by the 
French of the 
village 
of 
Fleury 


which had been held by the Germans 
for more than a month, has caused 
great elation in France. It is 
the 


first fruit of the French 
slow and 


methodical 
offensive 
be?un three 


days ago and seems, in the opinion 
of French military observers, to mark 
an epoch in the great movement 


The Germans appear to be less and 
less capable of operating on their old 
overwhelming scale and the initi- 
ative, military men here think, is 
about to pass to the French for good. 


While the German artillery con- 


tinues to be as powerful and as well 
supplied as even, the Germans 
no 


longer are able to gather the masses 
of troops necessary to reap the bene- 
fit of artillery preparation. 
It is twenty days since the Ger- 


mans made their last big attack on 
the right bank 
of the 
Meuse by 


which they obtained small results at 
a heavy cost. 
On the left bank of 


the Meuse nothing beyond local ac- 
tions have been attempted by the 
invaders for a week. 
French bomb throwers for a fort- 


night past, In anticipation 
of 
the 
present offensive, had been creeping 
forward by the Vignss ravine, west 
of FroJde Terre, with the object of 
getting near Thiuamont woods by 
working around Hill No. 305. 


The bombers first 
reached 
the 


Brea Fleury road. 
They then sep- 
r rated into two parties, one going 
toward Vacherauville 
and 
Pepper 


Hill. 
Last week the first party stormed 


a redoubt west of Thiaumont 
and 


after a stiff fight went beyond that 
position. The second party reached 
the little wood of Vacherauville. 


The whole section from Vacherau- 


ville to the approaches of Souville 
thus were In the hands of the French 
and the higher command judged the 
time ripe to attack from all sides at 
once. 
, 
Attacked from the northwest and 
the southeast the Germans in Fleury 
offered desperate resistance but the 
French bayonets 
finally 
prevailed. 


Some Germans 
managed to esca'pe 


to the Vaux Le Capltre wood but a 
majority was taken prisoner. 


To sum up the French in their last 


three-days offensive regained all the 
ground that the Germans had taken 
several week* to conquer. They took 
all the ftoeiUons for a depth of about 
a mile from the slopes of the Sou- 
ville fort to the approaches of Hill

DISCONTINUE GAS 


FOE FACTORY USE 


IN ZANESVILLE 


Zanesville, Aug. 4.—On October 


31 the Ohio Fuel Supply Co. will 
discontinue furnishing natural gas 
for manufacturing purposes. 
This 


action was decided upon Thursday 
by unanimous vote of the directors 
of the company in session at Pitts- 
burg and was taken as a means of 
conserving the supply for domestic 
consumption. 


This 
action will mean in the 


Zanesville district alone an estimat- 
ed annual loss of (500,000 to $750,- 
000 in the company's revenues and 
will entail some radical changes in 
the equipment of the plants now 
using natural gas, which will mean 
a considerable outlay and in some 
instances much inconvenience. 


The cutting off of the supply of 


gas for factories will increase tho 
amount available for domestic use by 
about two-thirds, it is thought.

All this is easy and 
simple—so 


very e«y and simple that one is 
obliged to doubt either the mental 
competency or the good 
faith 
of 


those who accept it without: ques- 
tion and go forth to do battle for the 
defeat of President Wilson on that 
basis. He who does not realize that 
the problem is one of extreme com- 
plexity, 
with 
many 
ramifications 


scarcely visible to the casual ftys at 
all, and Inextricably interlaced with 
many of the most momentous p;ol>- 
lems of'our national future in hot! 
Its foreign and its domesvic aspects, 
has not yet grasped the first 
rudi- 


ments of the matter with which the 
president has had to deal in handling 
our Mexican relations. 


The present writer claims no mas- 


terful insight into the demands of 
the situation, no information such as 
any intelligent reader might not j.ro- 
cure by careful reading. 
He 
asks 


jnerely the privilege of presenting a 
few considerations from the point of 
view of the 
ordinary 
citizen 
and 


voter. 
In the first place, it is non- 


sense to put the taking of American 
lives in Mexico on a par with the 
taking of American lives 
on 
the 


Lusiatnia and to rail at the 
presi- 


dent for not proceeding in the same 
manner in the two cases. The Lusi- 
tania was torpedoed by the deliberate 
act of a government in full control of 
the situation. The taking of Ameri- 
can lives in Mexico, however, up to 
the time of the recent clash between 
detachments of the forces of Gener- 
als Pershing and Trevino, has been 
at the hands of bandits whom it was 
a mere impossibility to control, and 
•who were even more ready to butcher 
their fellow-Mexican adherents 
of 


the de facto government than to at- 
tack Americans. 
If 
the 
United 


States had seen fit to declare war on 
Germany because of the Lusitania in- 
cident its guns would at least have 
been directed against the real cul- 
prit—the imperial German govern- 
ment. 
Nothing of the 
kind could 


have been 
true of a war directed 


against the de facto government in 
Mexico because of murders commit- 
ted by bandits openly in rebellion 
against that government. 
Of the 


unfortunate clash between Mexican 
and American soldiers a w ord will be 
said further on. 


One fundamental element in de- 


terminating the President's attitude 
has been the patent fact that Mexico 
is in a state of revolution, with no 
power as yet rising to 
the 
point 


where it could reasonably be expect- 
ed fully to control the situation and 
restore order. It is easy to conceive 
of a President who would quickly 
have lost patience in such a situa- 
tion and called upon congress for 
authority to go over the 
border 


with any number of troops 
which 


might have been 
found 
necessary 


and impose order 
from 
without. 


The inevitable unsatisfactory result 
of such an effort 
would 
have led 


naturally to annexation—an outcome 
which would be wholly satisfactory, 
by the way, to many of the Presi- 
dent's critics. But President Wilson 
has set his face steadfastly in an- 
other direction; first, because of his 
feeling towards Mexico herself, and 
again, because of the inevitable in- 
fluence of our present treatment of 
Mexico upon our 
future 
relation?

wholly consistent with ths. jiosses- 
sion of full national 
freedom 
by 


each separate nation. Such a union 
must grow out of mutual confidence 
and respect, of mutual desire for the 
free and independent development of 
all the existing countries 
of 
this 


lemisphere, unhampered by fear of 
one another or of aggression from 
jeyond the seas. 
President Wilson 


tnows in his heart, as any of us may 
mow if we will but stop and do 
a little honest thinking, that in 
a 
'an Americanism of this sort there 
ill be a more effective 
"prepared- 
jess" t-gainst the possibility of as- 
saujt from without than in any ag- 
gregation of shifts and guns and forts 
and, ammunition that national wealth 
could ever pile together.

Mexico herself and let tha future 
take care of its own troubles, it ha 
been a failure. 
But why should any- 


one call it BO who really cares f'oi 
the remoter and nobler ends towauis 
which the president has been work- 
Ing" Why should anyone denounce 
It who grasps the 
fact 
that 
the 


president's course has taken the life 
out of that dangerous jingoism which 
lurks as an ever present possibility 
In any such situation, unless throt- 
tled by sober and unambitious lead 
ershlp? Why should it seem failure 
to anyone who comprehends the Big* 
nlfycance of the entirely friendly at- 
titude in which the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of other Spanish Ameri- 
can countries sought to disabuse Car- 
ranza of the distrust 
of 
Wilson's 


motives which trouble makers 
haa 


been assiduously trying to instill into 
him? 


No, the American people are not 


going to condemn a policy based on 
these sound and far reaching prin- 
ciples of national welfare and hon- 
or, nierety because of comparatively 
petty annoyances 
which stand 
be- 


tween us and the priceless goal to 
be attained; and those who seek to 
defeat President Wilson for re-elec- 
tion by a wholesale condemnation of 
this policy are on a false scent. 


If the course of the campaign shall 


convince our' people that Mr. 'Hughes, 
as president, would essentially alter 
that policy, that he would substitute 
the "big stick" of a Roobevelt for 
the infinite patience of Wilson, that 
he would endanger the far reaching 
interests of mutual contidence and 
good will among all American na- 
tions merely to solve more speedily 
a few immediate 
difticulties with 


one, in that case there will be scores 
of thousands of Republicans who 
vote to continue President \\~ilsoii in 
power on that ground alone.—Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer.
